cott said the Geological Survey was 
sort of close corporation which expended 
about a million dollars a year just as it 
saw fit. Senator Stewart said there was 
more humbug about it than about any 
other department of the Government; 
that its employees are known In the 
West as scientific tenderfeet. whose 
words are never believed about mines, 
because they never hit it once, and 
more of the same sort; but the ap¬ 
propriation went through by a vote of 
31 to 21. Senator Wolcott afterwards 
introduced a resolution authorizing an 
Investigation as to the usefulness and 
the necessity for the continuance of the 
Geological Survey, but there is not much 
probability of its being adopted. 

The House and Senate are getting to¬ 
gether on the various appropriation bills 
quite rapidly, and Anal adjournment 
does not look so far away as it did a few 
days ago. 


AT THE CHURCH 


WASHINGTON LETTER 

[From our Regular Correspondent.] 

Washington. July 11. 

The House Committee which left here 
to-day to investigate the killing of the 
Carnegie workmen by Pinkerton's hire¬ 
lings has It in its power to disprove 
the charge that is being made on all 
sides—that the politicians are more 
auxious to use the labor troubles at 
Homestead to mako partisan capital than 
to aid in smoothing out*matters. It also 
has it in its power to confirm those 
charges. 

It is a great responsibility, and every 
act of the Committee will be carefully 
scrutinized by every intelligent man in 
the United States, a great majority of 
whom regard the issue at stake as away 
up and beyond the mere temporary ad¬ 
vantage. of any political party. It is 
expected that the Senate will also send 
out an investigating committee. What¬ 
ever may bo the other results, one is 
certain, the employment of armed bodies 
of l^en by the Pinkertons or by any oue 
else will be prohibited; upon that Con¬ 
gressional opinion is practically unani¬ 
mous; If any killing has to be done let 
the regularly constituted authorities do 
it. ’ 

The preliminary skirmish iu the silver 
campaign was easily won by the free- 
coinage men, and they appear to have 
the advantage in the fight, which will 
this week probably bet fought to a finish. 
The Stewart Free-Geiiiage Bill haa been 
favorably reported to the House without 
amendment, and the Committee oo 
Buies, a majority of which are free- 
silver men, has adopted a continuing 
order for its consideration. This order 
will be reported to the House 
on Wednesday. The anti-silver men 
now profess to be confideut that they 
can defeat the bill wheu it comes to a 
vote, and there is a rumor that enough 
silver Democrats have, at Mr. Cleve¬ 
land's request, promised to absent them¬ 
selves when the vote is taken on some of 
the various propositions that will be of¬ 
fered to allow the bill to be side-tracked 
for the session. I regard the bill as 
having at least six chances out of ten to 
pass, notwithstanding conflicting claims. 

The bill providing for the use of an 
automatic car-coupler on all railway 
freight-cars employed in interstate com¬ 
merce was passed by the House with¬ 
out opposition, under a suspension of 
the rules. In two auuual messages to 
Congress the President has urged the 
necessity, of a similar law to protect the 
lives and limbs of railway employees, 
and friends of the measure will try to 
get it through the Senate before ad¬ 
journment. 

It is now evident that the Democratic 
managers in that State do not consider 
the talk of the People’s Party carrying 
Texas as wild as some other people have 
been disposed to do. It is at the urgent 
request of leading Texas Democrats that 
Senator Mills, who Is considered very 
strong on tbe stump, bos left his Con¬ 
gressional duties at this important junc¬ 
ture and gone to Texas to take the field 
against the People's Party. [ 

The Senate paid Senator Hill the com¬ 
pliment of passing his bill changing the 
date for the dedication of the World’s 
Fair buildings at Chicago from October 
12 to October 21 without referring it to a 
committee. Tbe change was made at the 
request of those who wish to attend the 
celebration in New York city on the 12th 
and then get to Chicago in time for «the 
dedication; besides, most people regard 
the 21st in our present calendar as the 
proper anniversary of the discovery of 
America by Columbus. 

There are a lot of people in Washington, 
not a few of them members of the Senate 
and House, who would name the same 
man If asked who had the very softest 
snap under the Government, and it would 
be Major or Professor Powell, as the 
speaker happened to call the Director of 
the U. 8. Geological Survey. In the 
much abused name of science about 
$1,000,000 Is appropriated, and Jt Is 
always speut for the use of this bureau 
every year. It is always opposed by a 
strong minority, but owing to Major 
Powell’s persuasive powers and his 
consummate knowledge of the ability of 
the average human being to absorb 
pottery, and some say to appreciate 
having control of certain sinecures under 
bis bureau. It always gets a good ma¬ 
jority in Imth House and Senate. .When 
the laat appropriation was being con¬ 
sidered in the Senate Mr. Vest Look 
occasion to say that the abolition of the 
bureau would be a good thing and that 
he had never known of one single practi¬ 
cal result obtained by It. Senator Wol- 


MorrUtown £ New
